John  Hall  came  to  America-  fro.iv  England,  probably  land¬ 
ing  at  Cambridge,  Maes,,  in  1632,  a  member  of  a  company  of 
Puritans  later  joined  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hooker  and  called 
the  "Hooker  company."  (IjS,  p*  24)  He  vias  made  freeman  at 
Boston  May  14,  1634,  (1J5,  pp*  4,  24) 

With  John  Oldham,  he  was  probably  in  the  first  explor¬ 
ing  and  trading  expedition  to  Connecticut  in  1633.  John 
Hall  was  among  the  first  settlers  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  about 
1636,  and  served  in  the  Pequot  war  in  May  and  June,  1637.

He  removed  to  New  Haven,  Conn,  about  1640,  and  was  one 
of  the  first  planters  there.  He  was  among  the  later  signers 

of  the  New  Haven  Planters r  Covenant,  This  document  was

signers.  •  John  Hall?s  autograph  signature  is  on  page  3,  first 


book  of  the  New  Haven  Colony  Records,  He  received  land  on 
Mill  River  at  a  meeting  held  Jan.  17,  1641,  and  later  was

About  1643  or  1644  John  Hall  married  Jane  Wollen,  or 
Hoollon,  who  had  come  over  with  William  Wilkes,  against 
whose  estate  John  Hall  presented  a  claim  in  favor  of  his

(T2)  He  was  executor  of  the  will  of  John  Owens  the  same 
year.  In  1648,  with  Nathaniel  Merrinian,  he  requested  land 
in  New  Haven  n  on  the  east  side,  between  the  red  rock  and 
Davenport1  s  farm,”  (JL2)  In*  1664  aad  1665  he  was  a  " viewer 
of  fences,"  (1£,  p,  29) 

On  Oct,  9,  1665,  John  Hall  requested  to  be  "freed  from 
trayning,"  declaring  that  ho  was  "abovo  sixty  years  of  age," 
(16,  p,  30)  In  1669  ho  was  named  in  a  list  of  freemen  re¬ 
turned  by  the  constables  in  New  Haven.  (3J3,  vol.  2,  p,  524;

John,  Samuel,  and  Thomas  Hall,  sons  of  John  Hall,  were 
among  the  signers  of  the  written  covenant  of  the  first 
planters  of  Wallingf ord.  Conn,,  Nov,  30,  1669,  These  three 
sons  were  among  the  original  proprietors  of  Wallingford, 
where  they  settled  about  1670,  their  father  following  two  «■ 
or  three  years  later,  John  Hall,  Sr.,  also  became  one  of 
the  Wallingford  Proprietors,  entitling  himself  and  his  des¬ 
cendants  to  a  right  in  Wallingford  land  later  divided  among 
the  original  families.  Ho  became  deacon  of  the  church  and 
selectman  of  the  town  in  1675,  and  died  in  1676.  (16,  17 ) 

That  John  Hall  retained  a  residence  in  Now  Haven  until

1674  is  proved  by  the  following  entry  in  the  New  Haven  County

appeared  to  answer  for  his  refusing  ye  office  of  Constable 
wn  chosen  thoreunto,  there  being  some  of  ye  members  of  yo 
Court  gone  and  others  in  haste  to  be  gone,  it  was  referred 
unto  another  court."  (16,  p.  30) 

On  the  15th  of  February,  1675,  the  town  of  Wallingford 
voted  to  establish  a  church  and  left  the  management  of  the 
matter  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of  13,  including  both 
John  Hall,  Sr* -and  John  Hall,  Jr.  (17) 

John  Hall  died  before  May  3,  1676,  when  the  inventory 
of  his  estate  was  taken,  amounting  to  189  pounds,  5  shillings, 
5  pence ,  His  oral  will  was  recorded  in  the  New  Haven  Probate 
as  follows; 

"John  Hall  Senr.  of  Wallingford,  his  last  will  nuncupa¬ 
tive.  Testimony  of  Mr,  Samll,  Street,  Samml,  Hall  and  Mary 
Hall  saith  that  about  ye  time  Goodm.  Hall  fell  sick  they 
heard  him  say  and  he  said  it  to  them  that  he  doubted  not  of 
his  wives  love  and  care  of  his  children  and  thorefore  would 
leave  the  dispose  of  his  whole  estate  to  his  wife  not  ques¬ 
tioning  but  his  children  would  be  well  Satisffyed  therewith." 
(16,  p.  31) 

Jane  Hall,  the  widow  of  John  Hall,  married  John  Cooper 
of  New  Haven.  She  died  in  1690,  (JL6,  pp.  31-32) 

In  addition  to  the  land  possessed  by  John  Hall  during 
his  lifetime,  his  heirs  received  land  in  his  right  as  a

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proprietor  of  Wallingford  long  after  his  death.  For  example,

Samuel  Hall  was  a  signer  of  the  original  Wallingford 
planters ?  covenant  Nov.  30,  1669,  and  was  one  of  the  first 
proprietors  of  the  now  settlement,  together  with  his  father 
and  his  brothers  John  and  Thomas,  His  brother  David  settled 
there  several  years  later,  (17)  As  the  Wallingford  lands 
were  gradually  divided  among  the  proprietors  Samuel  Hall  be¬ 
came  the  owner  of  a  considerable  amount  of  land,  (17) 

An  example  of  the  early  lay-out  s'  of  land  relating  to 
Samuel  Hall  has  been  preserved.,  Dated  April  4,  1638,  it 
reads:

Samuol  Hallos  occupation  was  given  in  the  Wallingford 
land  records  as  udi stumor*11  (16.*  P«  40)  Ho  owned  a  saw 
mill  at  which  he  carried  on  the  business  of  turning  wooden 
dishes.  In  1691/2  the  town  voted  "Dekcn  Hall11  ten  shillings 
"for  turning  ye  ballesters  for  ye  pues,,!

Samuel  Hall  represented  Wallingford  in  the  General  Court 
of  the  Colony  of  Connecticut  In  1699,  1700,  1701,  1702,  1703,

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1704,  1705,  1706,  1707,  1708,  1711,  and  1714.  (13;  18,  p. 

131}  Ho  was  a  deacon  of  tho  Wallingford  church  (13)  and  a 

selectman  of  the  town  (.18).  In  tho  latter  capacity  he  voted 

in  1718  against  the  petition  of  V/est  Farms,  (later  Cheshire) 

asking  for  permission  to  become  a  soparate  village  (18) , 

He  was  active  In  the  military  company,  or  train  band, 

of  Wallingford,  and  in  Octobor,  1704,  he  was  promoted  froip 

lieutenant  to  captain  (JJ.;  _13,  vol.  4,  p.  491).  Soon  after, 

he  was  granted  permission  to  construct  a  now  seat  for  himself 

in  church  nearer  the  front  than  tho  one  previously  assigned

him,  and,  according  to  the  customs  of  the  time,  more  consis¬ 
tent  with  his  now  rank.  (JL4,  p.  15)  In  1716  it  was  ordered 
that  Capt,  Hall,  Sr.  and  Capt.  Hall,  Jr.  sit  ntho  one  in  the 
Deacon's  seat,  the  other  in  the  first  puo.”  (14,  p.  15)

It-  has  been  stated  that  Samuel  was  appointed  lieutenant 
of  the  train  band  in  1695.  (18,  p.  131)  However,  the 

Colonial  Records  of  Connecticut  do  not  contain  any  reference 
to  this  appointment.  Samuel  Hall  is  called  ’’Lieut.  Sami, 
Hall”  when  listed  as  a  deputy  to  the  General  Court  Oct.  12,

of  land  to  ’’Left,  Sami.  Hall,”  April  4,  1688,  would  indicate 
that  he  was  appointed  lieutenant  beforo  then,  or  at  least 
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acted  in  that  capacity. 

One  Samuel  Hall  of  Wallingford  purchased  the  11 Propriety” 
of  Thomas  Judd  at  Waterbury,  Conn*  in  1721,  according  to 
Bronson* s  History  of  Waterbury.  This  record  probably  refers 
either  to  Gapt.  Samuel  Hall  or  to  his  son  Samuel^  Hall.

Samuel  Hall  was  a  deputy  from  Wallingford  to  the  General 
Court  of  Connecticut  in  October  1720  (13,  vol,  6,  p.  207)  and 
served  in  that  capacity  at  several  subsequent  sessions.  His 
name  appears  on  the  list  of  deputies  in  1721,  1722,  1723, 
1727,  1729,  1731,  1740,  1742,  1751,  1759,  and  1760,  (13) 

He  was  a  justice  of  the  peace  for  Hew  Haven  county  in  1730, 
1731,  1732,  1735,  1743,  1757,  1763,  and  1764,  (13) 


Ho  was  commissioned  lieutenant  of  the  oast  company  or 

train- band  of  Wallingford  on  Oct.  13,  1726,  by  the  General 

Court  ($3),  and  in  October,  1738  he  was  appointed  captain  of 

the  northeast  company.  (13,  vol,  8,  p,  203) 

Samuel  Hall  was  generally  referred  to  with  the  title  of 

’’Esquire”  in  the  records,  and  seems  to  have  been  a  man  of 

considerable  prominence  in  the  colonjr  during  a  largo  part  of 

his  long  life.  (2,  13,  2_1,  22;  see  also  the  note  on  tho 

biography  of  Samuel  Hall  at  the  end  of  this  genealogy.) 

In.  1742  ton  men  from  tho  neighboring  town  of  Middletown 

petitioned  tho  General  Court  of  tho  colony  claiming  that  tho

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Apparently  tho  Wallingford  proprietors  answered  tho 
complaint  satisfactorily,  as  tho  following  record,  dated 
May,  1742,  appears  in  the  Colonial  Records  of  Connecticut, 
vo  1 .  8,  p.  4705 

”0n  tho  petition  of  John  Bacon  and  ethers  therein  named, 
of  M3  d die  town,  vsc  Samuel  Hall,  esq*,  one  of  the  proprietors 
of  tho  common  and  undivided  lands  in  tho  town  of  Wallingford, 
and  tho  rest  of  said  proprietors,  etc.,  as  on  file:  tho 
question  was  put  whether  the  prayer  of  said  petitioners  should 
be  granted:  Resolved  by  the  assembly  in  the  negative.’1 

In  1758  and  1759  .Samuel  Hall  was  deeply  involved  in  a 
church  dispute  which  attracted  attention  throughout  the 
colony  and  resulted  in  his  excommunication  by  the  New  Haven 
Consociation,  a  body  of  ministers  of  the  established  (Congre¬ 
gational)  church  which  helped  to  guide  tho  religious  affairs 
of  tho  area. 

Tho  occasion  was  tho  summoning  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  James 
Dana  as  pastor  of  tho  Wallingford  church,  and  subsequent  ef¬ 
forts  by  a  part  of  tho  congregation  to  have  Dr.  Dana  romovod 
on  tho  grounds  of  preaching  heretical  doctrines.  ( 2JL,  24) 

Samuol  Hall  was  apparently  a  leader  of  tho  group  which 
originally  arranged  for  Dr,  Dana  to  take  tho  Wallingford 
pastorate,  and  which  steed  by  him  in  dofianco  of  the  Conso- 
ciation,  which  supported  Donees  opponents.  (21,  24) 
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Samuol  Hal'l^s  son,  tho  Rev.  Thoophilus  Kail,  v;as  a 
member  of  the  council  of  ministers  who  or da4 nod  Dr.  Dana 
despite  the  Consociationr a  wish  to  postpone  tho  ordination 
until  tho  complaints  of  tho  opposition  had  boon  acted  upon. 

(21,  24)  Later  Thoophilus  Hall  was  himself  tho  object  of  a

complaint  by  a  part  of  his  own  congregation  bccauso  of  hia 
action  in  inviting  Dr.  Dana  to  proach  in  Meriden.  ( 3_5 ,  14, 

p*  81) 

Samuel  Kali  and  the  pro-Dana  faction  in  tho  Wallingford 
church  continued  to  retain  tho  now  minister,  and,  through  a 
committee  of  which  Samuel  Hall  was  a  member,  denied  the  ju¬ 
risdiction  of  the  Consociation.  Consequently,  on  April  3, 
1759,  the  sentence  of  non-communion  was  declared  against 
"Samuol  Hall,  Esq.,  and  tho  rest  of  tho  said  committeo,"  and 
all  thoso  who  actod  with  thorn.  Novertholos3,  Dana  continued 
as  pastor  of  the  main-  church  at  'Wallingford  for  many  yoars. 
(21) 

Samuel  Hall  died  June  15,  1770,  at  bho  ago  of  90.  ( 16, 

p.  51)  His  inventory,  taken  May  20,  1771,  by  Andrew  Andrews 
and  Bonjamin  Hall  2nd,  included,  among  other  things,  a  "Best 
bluo  coat" .  "Ditto  black”,  "Ditto  Blue",  "Groat  Coat”,  "Best 
Rod  Jacket",  "Ditto  Puation",  "box  and  wig",  a  negro  man  and 
a  nogro  girl.  (2) 

Samuel  Hall 1 s  gravestone  is  still  standing  in  'Walling¬

Tbcophilus  Hall  graduated  at  Ye.lo  in  1727,  and  tho  fol¬ 
lowing  year  began  to  preach  in  tho  newly  formed  parish  in  tho 
northern  part  of  Wallingford  called  Meriden,  He  was  ordained 
pastor  Oct.  29,  1729,  tho  ordination  3crmon  being  preached  by 
Rov.  -Samuel  Whittle  soy  of  the  mother  church  in  Wallingford  0 
(55,  vol.  1,  p.  35) 

Ho  continued  as  pastor  at  Meriden  from  tho  founding  of 
tho  church  until  his  death  in  1767.  He  appears  to  have  been 
a  popular  preacher,  and  during  his  ministry  about  250  persons 
wore  added  to  the  congregation.  Several  of  his  sermons  wero 
published,  (14,  pp.  22,  77;  35) 

Although  Mr.  Hall  apparently  rotainod  tho  loyalty  of 
tho  majority  of  his  congregation  during  tho  entire  period  of 
his  pastorate,  opposition  arose  upon  at  least  two  occasions* 

Ono  of  thoso,  his  inviting  Dr.  Dana  of  Wallingford  to 
his  pulpit,  has  already  been  mentioned.  In  1761  a  minority 
of  his  congregation  complained  of  him  beforo  tho  New  Haven 
East  Consociation.  The  dissatisfied  clement  evidently  ob¬ 
jected  to  his  sympathy  for  Dano ,  and  to  his  interpretation  of 
the  scriptures.  (14,  35>) 

At  a  church  meeting  in  1762,  however,  tho  Moridon  con¬ 
gregation  affirmed  its  faith  in  the  pastor  and  refuted  the

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charges  against  him,  v;ith  the  result  that  tho  mat  tor  was 
dropped.  (14)

Upon  another  occasion,  Thoophilus  Kail,  who  owned  a  con¬ 
siderable  amount  of  land,  aroused  the  opposition  of  some  of 
tho  Meriden  church  members  by  giving  a  small  tract  of  land 
for  tho  erection  of  a  new  church.  Again,  however,  his  parti¬ 
sans  outnumbered  his  opposition  and  tho  gift  was  accepted. 

Tho  objections  seem  to  have  been  based  on  a  fear  that  some 
.advantage  of  incroasod  influence  might  accruo  to  tho  pastor 
as  a  result  of  his  gift.  (L4 ,  p,  83) 

According  to  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Perkins  ’  History  of  Meriden, 
published  in  1849,  Mr0  Hall’s  salary  as  minister  amounted  to 
about  fifty  pounds  a  year  (about  $175  in  Colonial  currency). 
It' was  stipulated  that  this  sum  could  be  paid  either  in  money 
or  provisions,  the  latter  to  be  received  at  the  following 
values:  wheat  at  four  shillings  a  bushel,  rye  at  two  shil¬ 

lings  sixpence,  and  corn  at  two  shillings, 

Tho  probato  records  of  Thoophilus  Hall’s  estate  indicato 
that  ho  died  possessed  of  about  700  acres  cf  land  in  Walling¬ 
ford,  Farmington,  and  North  Killingworth,  and  five  slaves,

Among  tho  estimates  of  his  character  which  havo  survived 
is  that  of  Dr,  Dana  who  described  him  as  a  ’’gentleman  of 
strong  intellectual  powers,  much  esteemed  as  a  preacher,  and 
a  zealous  advocate  of  civil  and  religious  liberty.”  (35)

Avory  Hall  rocoivod  land  in  tho  Wallingford  area  from 
his  father  before  March.  1804,  as  wo  11  as  a  part  of  his  fn~ 
ther’s  estate  aftor  tho  letter’s  death  (4).  In  addition  to 
farming  operations,  ho  engaged  in  tho  tin  business  in  Meri¬ 
den  (33,  p.  538),  which  became  a  town  independent  of  Walling¬ 
ford  in  1806  (22).  Tho  motal  trades  began  to  flourish  in 
Meriden  about  this  time,  when  the  agriculture  of  the  area 
had’bogun  to  decline  (2J2). 

In  1816  Enos  Grannis  mortgaged  to  Avery  Hall  a  tin  shop 
which  was  located  on  a  farm  belonging  to  Ichabod  Y/oods,  now 
the  \Yalnut  Grove  Cemetery  in  Meriden  (22,  p.  354). 

Avery  Hall’s  first  wife,  Sarah,  or  Sally,  Foster,  diod 
Juno  9,  1805  (9),  and  ho  remarried  soon  after  (23). 

With  his  wife  and  family  he  moved  from  Meriden  to  Groat 
Barrington,  Mass.  (14,  pp.  36,  42),  whore  they  lived  until 
1822  (2j3,  p,  318).  In  that  year  the  two  older  sons,  Soldcn, 
then  21,  and  a If red,  19,  travelled  on  foot  and  by  canal  to 
Brighton,  Lorain  County,  Ohio,  whore  ^vory  owned  a  tract  of 
land,  Selden  and  Alfred’s  route  lay  through  Albany  and 
Rochester,  and  thou  by  way  of  Buffalo  and  Cleveland.

Y/hen  avery  and  Lucy  and  the  younger  children  arrived 
Selden  and  Alfred  had  not  completed  the  log  cabin  designed  to 
accomodate  the  family,  and  the  Halls  stayed  with  Mr.  and  Mrs, 
Calvin  Roice  until  the  building  \U3  finished  (25,  pp.  462-463) 
Avery  Hall  settled  on  lot  2,  range  19,  tract  7  of  the 
Connecticut  Land  Company,  Selden  and  Alfred  on  lot  6  (23,  P« 
318),  Avery  Hall,  Joseph  Kingsbury,  and  Calvin  Roice  were' 
elected  first  township  trustees  in  1823  (23,  p.  320).

NOTE  ON  THE  BIOGRAPHY  OF  SAMUEL  5  ILiLL 


Tho  biographical  akotch  of  Samuel^  Kali  appearing  on 
pagos  9-13  of  tho  foregoing  gonoalogy  includos  sorvices  in 

tho  Connecticut  colonial  legislature  and  military  services, 

/ 

as  well  as  other  biographical  matter  which  has  not,  to  our 
knowledge,  be'on  attributed  before  to  this  particular  Samuel 
Hall.  This  explanatory  note  is  an  effort  to  clear  up  any 
questions  which  may  arise  as  to  tho  authenticity  of  his 
record  as  it  appears  hore. 

Briefly,  these  are  the  facts  about  Samuel^  Hall  pre¬ 
viously  recognized  and  accepted:  the  facts  which  we  started 
with  as  a  basis  for  tho  additional  material  contained  in  his 
biography.  He  was  born  in  1680,  the  son  of  Samuel^  Hall, 
died  in  1770,  married  first,  1704,. Love  Royco;  married 
second  Bridget,  and  had,  by  his  first  wife,  tho  children 
listed  on  pages  12  and  13.  In  addition,  the  probate  records 
of  his  estate  prove  that  he  was  accorded  the  title  of  uos- 
quiro,f  which,  in  colonial  times,  was  not  applied  indiscrimi¬ 
nately,  but  only  to  men  entitled  to  it  by  virtue  of  offices 
held  or  public  services. 

That  the  Samuol  Hall,  Esq.,  who  was  involved  in  the 
Wallingford  church  controversy  over  tho  ordination  of  the 
Rev. James  Dana  was  this  Samuel  Hall  seems  likely  from  the 
use  of  tho  title  and  from  tho  fact  that  tho  Rev.  Thoophilus 
Hall,  son  of  Samuel^  Hall,  was  also  a  partisan  cf  Dana. 

Tho  Samuol  Hall  who  was  involved  in  tho  Dana  affair 


f 
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was  referred  to  in  ono  of  tho  documents  pertaining  to  it  as 
”Capt.  Hall*11  Ono  Samuel  Hall  was  appointed  captain  of  tho 
north  oast  company,  or  train  band,  of  Wallingford  in  1738, 
according  to  the  Colonial  Records  of  Connocticut.  He  was 
apparently  tho  same  Samuel  Hall  appointed  lieutenant  of  the 
oast  company  in  1726.  This  Samuel  Hall  was  tho  one  who  had 
the  deputy  aorvico's  cited  on  page  9,  as  appears  from  tho  use 
of  tho  titles  of  lieutenant  and  captain  before  his  name  in 
tho  lists  of  representatives.  His  doputy  servicos  continuod 
off  and  on  until  1760,  when  Samuel^  Kali  was  80  years  of 
age.  That  the  Samuol  Hall  who  was  made  lieutenant  in  1726 
and  captain  in  1738  also  served  as  deputy  from  Wallingford 
in  1720  is  apparent  from  the  colonial  records,  whero  he  is 
called  "Mr.  Samuel  Halln  in  that  year.  Capt.  Samuel^  Hall, 
father  of  Samuel^,  was  still  living  in  1720,  and  had  served 
as  deputy  until  1714,  but  from  1704  on  he  was  referred  to  as 
nCapt.  Samuel  Hall”  in  the  colonial  records.  Apparently, 
then,  the  1720  service  belongs  to  tho  Samuol  Hall  who  was 
subsequently  made  lieutenant  and  captain  and  wont  on  serv¬ 
ing  as  deputy  several  times  until  1760, 

Thus  wo  have  a  fairly  clear  rocord  of  one  individual 
Samuol  Hall  of  Wallingford  from  his  deputy  service  in  1720 
to  1760,  when  ho  sorvod  as  deputy  for  tho  last  time,  includ¬ 
ing  his  part  in  tho  Dana  controversy  in  1758  and  1759,  and 
his  appointments  as  lieutenant  and  captain  in  1726  and  1738 
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respectively.  la  order  to  Identify  him  definitely  with 
Samuel3  Hall,  Esq.,  who  died  in  1770,  father  of  the  Rev* 
Theophilus  Hall,  there  remains  only  the  task  of  oliminating 
the  other  Samuel  Halls  living  In  Wallingford  during  this 
period. 

Bosides  Samuol3  Hall,  son  of  Capt.  Samuel2  Hall,  thoro 
wero  threo  othor  Samuel  Halls  of  the  same  Wallingford  Hall 
family  born  before  1720,  who  might  bo  considered. 

Ono  of  theao,  born  Oct.  4,  1695,  the  son  of  the  Hon. 
John  Hall,  was  a  minister  and  becamo  pastor  of  Cheshire,. 
Conn.,  in  1724.  Obviously  he  would  not  have  been  a  train 
band  officor  in  1726  and  1738.  Nor  would  he  have  been  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  Samuel  Hall,  Esq.,  in  connection  with  the  Dana 
controversy. 

Another  Samuel  Hall,  son  of  Daniel3  Hall,  grandson  of 
John2,  and  great-grandson  of  John'1*  Kali,  was  born  Nov.  5, 
1697.  Ho  was  not  montionod  in  his  fathor’s  will,  prosented 

c* 

for  probate  in  1750,  which  calls  Preserved  Hall,  born  Jan. 
15,  1700,  tho  eldest  son.  Presumably  all  Daniel  Hall*s 
sons  born  beforo  Preserved,  including  Samuel,  were  dead  by 
1750.  Since  Samuel  Hall,  who  was  the  lieutenant,  captain, 
and  deputy  for  Wallingford  was  living  in  1759,  when  he  was 
mentionod  in  connection  with  the  Dana  controversy,  this 
Samuel  (b.  1697)  can. be  eliminated. 

A  third  Samuel  Hall,  born  June  8,  1709,  son  of  Samuel3 
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Hall  and  brother  of  the  Rev.  Theophilus**  Hall,  was  living 
during  tho  entire  period  in  question.  However,  he  would 
have  been  too  young  to  serve  as  deputy  in  1720  or  as  lieu¬ 
tenant.  in  1726. 

Aside  from  Capt.  Samuel^  Hall  and  Samuel^  Hall,  these 
are  all  tho  Samuel  Halls  of  tho  Wallingford  Hall  family 
born  before  1720  of  whom  wo  have  found  any  record.  Their 
births  aro  noted  in  tho  genealogy  appended  to  James 
Shepard’s  ’’John  Hall  of  Wallingford,  Conn.”  This  is  a 
fairly  accurate  book  containing  an  exhaustive  treatment  of 
the  early  generations  of  tho  family.. 

In  addition  to  those  Wallingford  Halls  thoro  was  a 
Samuel  Hall  born  Aug.  2,  1700,  son  of  Richard  Hall,  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Middletown,  Conn.,  family  of  Hall.  This  Samuel 
Hall  inherited  land  at  Wallingford  from  his  grandfather, 
Capt,  John  Hall  of  Middlotown,  undor  the  latter’s  will,  re¬ 
corded  at  Wallingford  in  1725,  Whothor  or  not  this  Samuel 
Hall  lived  in  ’Wallingford  wo  do  not  know,  but,  from  the  date 
of  his  birth  ho  can  safely  be  ruled  out  as  too  young  to 
have  servod  as  a  deputy  for  Wallingford  in  1720.  It  may 
be  added  that  for  a  man  belonging  to  a  Middlotown  family, 
and  not  a  Wallingford  land  ownor  until  about  1725,  to  rep¬ 
resent  tho  town  in  tho  General  Court  in  1720  would  bo  ex- 
\ 

tromely  unlikely. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Samuol^  Hall  was  of  a 
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suitable  age  for  tho  various  services  and  rocords  in  ques¬ 
tion,  as  vjoII  as  tho  additional  facts  lcnovm  about  him,  and 
since  v/e  have  eliminated  the  other  Samuel  Halls  of  Walling¬ 
ford  as  possibilities,  we  are  confident  that  wo  are  correct 
in  attributing  to  him  thcso  services  as  well  as  the  other 
biographical  details  noted  on  pages  9-13.
